RESOLUTION 


The 1st May 2010 
Seventeen Micro Projects have been set up in the State of Orissa for effective 
implementation of different development programmes for all round development of the thirteen 
Particularly Vulnerable TribalGroups (PTGs) of the State with an aim to bring them at par with 
the main -stream of the society. These tribes constitute a distinct and neglected unit of 
population having multiple problemsof their own . 

2. In order to supervise and to review proper implementation of different development 
programmes for the said targeted group of Tribes ,theGovernmentin S.T. & S.C. Development 
Departmentvide Resolution No. 13736 , dated the 22nd April 2000 had constituted Governing 
Body of Micro Project under the Chairmanship of the Collector concerned . 

3. It is now decided to reconstitute the Governing Body of the Micro Project by nominating 
the local M.L.A. as Chairman and the Collector concerned as theWorking Chairman of the 
Micro Project for better monitoring and supervision for implementation of differentdevelopment 
programmes for the Particularly Vulnerable TribalGroups. 

4. The Governmentin S.T. & S.C.DevelopmentDepartmenthave therefore been pleased 
to reconstitute the Governing Body of Micro Projects with the following members :

5. Further , the following stipulations are set for proper functioning of the Governing 
Body ofMicro Projects for bettermonitoring and supervision 


(i) In case of the Micro Projects whose area comes under the jurisdiction ofmore 

than one Assembly Constituency, then the M.L.A. having larger area of the 
constituency in the Micro Project will be the Chairman . The other M.L.A. will be the 
members of the Governing Body. 


( ii) The administrative as well as financial power will rest with Collector concerned as 

per the present practice for effective management, supervision of differentworks 
of the Micro Project. 


(iii ) The Governing Body meeting of the Micro Project may be held at least once in 

each quarter of a financial year and the Action Plan may be finalized by February 
ofeach year and the proceedings should be sent to Government for approval.It will 
also review the progress and performance of the Micro Project in each meeting . 


( iv ) The headquarters of the Governing Body will be the respective projectheadquarters. 

The Governing Body will have such administrative and financial powers as the 
State Government vest in it from time to time. 
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(v ) In case the Chairman of the Committee fails to preside over themeeting of the 

P.L.C. due to any eventuality for a long time then the meeting shall be presided 
over by the Working Chairman for smooth finalization of Annual Action Plan as well 
as functioningof the Micro Project. 


( vi ) At the time of nomination of male and female representatives of concerned P.T.G. 

community care shall be taken by the Collector to select highest qualified male 
representatives staying in the P.T.G.area and the female representative shall be 
selected from good Women S.H.G.working in the P.T.G. area . 


6. This order shall supersede all earlier Orders /Resolutions issued in this respect.

Orissa Gazette for general information and that copies of the same be 
forwarded to all Departments ofGovernment/all Heads of Departments/ all 
Collectors/ Joint Secretary , TribalAffairs , Governmentof India ,Ministry of Tribal
